1 . (Original) A dress shirt comprising: 

a collar portion for generally fitting around a neck of a person; 

a front portion having a centrally disposed longitudinal axis and Including a 
plurality of opposed outer edge portions spaced substantially equally and outwardly 
from the longitudinal axis, said front portion having a top portion connected to said collar 
portion and further having a bottom portion spaced from said top portion and disposed 
generally about a waist of a person; 

a back portion connected to said collar portion and extending downwardly 
therefrom » said back portion having a bottom portion ending above said bottom portion 
of said front portion; and 

means for removably securing said back portion and said front portion In a stable 
position on a person. 

2. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 1 , wherein said front portion comprises: 

a plurality of inner edge portions aligned generally parallel to the longitudinal axis 
and overlap each other. 

3. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 2, wherein one of said plurality of inner 
edge portions includes a plurality of slots spaced from each other generally parallel to 
the longitudinal axis, another of said plurality of Inner edge portions includes a plurality 
of fastening members spaced from each other generally parallel to the longitudinal axis 
and substantially aligned with said plurality of slots for interiocking therewith 
respectively. 
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4. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 1 , wherein the top portion of said front 
portion has a width that is greater than a width of the bottom portion thereof. 

5. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 1 , wherein sard plurality of outer edge 
portions converge downwardly towards each other and end at the bottom portion of said 
front portion and generally at the longitudinal axis. 

6. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 1 , wherein said securing means comprises 
a first elastic strap having a first end portion connected to one of said plurality of outer 
edge portions, said first strap having a second end portion removably attachable to 
another of said plurality of outer edge portions. 

7. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 6. wherein said securing means further 
comprises a second elastic strap having a first end portion connected to said back 
portion and extending downwardly therefrom towards a waist of a person. 

8. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 1 , wherein said bottom portion has a 
substantially arcuate shape. 

9. (Cunrently Amended) The dress shirt of claim [8] 6. wherein the first and 
second end portions of said first strap are connected to said front portion oach i nc l udoo 
a Ve l cro port i on for connoot i ng to e aoh oth e r . 

1 0. (Original) A dress shirt comprising: 

a collar portion for generally fitting around a neck of a person; 

a front portion having a centrally disposed longitudinal axis and Including a 
plurality of opposed outer edge portions spaced substantially equally and outwardly 
from the longitudinal axis, said front portion having a top portion connected to said collar 
portion and further having a bottom portion spaced from said top portk)n and disposed 
generally about a waist of a person said front portion further includes a plurality of inner 
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edge portions aligned generally parallel to the longitudinal axis and overlap each other. 

one of said plurality of inner edge portions Includes a plurality of slots spaced from each 

other generally parallel to the longitudinal axis, another of said plurality of inner edge 

portions includes a plurality of fastening members spaced from each other generally 

parallel to the longitudinal axis and substantially aligned with said pluralrty of slots for 

intertocking therewith respectively; 

a back portion connected to said collar portion and extending downwardly 
therefrom, sakJ back portion having a bottom portion ending above said bottom portion 
of said front portion; and 

means for removably securing said back portion and said front portion in a stable 
position on a person, said securing means includes a first elastic strap having a first end 
portion connected to one of said plurality of outer edge portions, said first strap having a 
second end portion removably attachable to another of said plurality of outer edge 
portions.

16. (Original) A dress shirt comprising: 

a collar portion for generally fitting around a neck of a person; 

a firont portion having a centrally disposed longitudinal axis and including a 
plurality of opposed outer edge portions spaced substantially equally and outwardly 
from the longitudinal axis, said front portion having a top portion connected to said collar 
portion and further having a bottom portion spaced from said top portion and disposed 
generally about a waist of a person said front portion further includes a plurality of Inner 
edge portions aligned generally parallel to the longitudinal axis and overiap each other, 
one of said plurality of inner edge portions includes a plurality of slots spaced from each 
other generally parallel to the longitudinal axis, another of said plurality of inner edge 
portions includes a plurality of fastening members spaced from each other generally 
parallel to the longitudinal axis and substantially aligned with said plurality of slots for 
interlocking therewith respectively, the top portion of said front portion has a width that 
is greater than a width of the bottom portion thereof; 

a back portion connected to sakJ collar portion and extending downwardly 
therefrom, said back portion having a bottom portion ending .above said bottom portion 
of said front portion; and 

means for removably securing said back portion and said front portion in a stable 
position on a person, said securing means includes a first elastic strap having a first end 
portion connected to one of said plurality of outer edge portions, saki first strap having a 
second end portion removably attachable to another of said plurality of outer edge 
portions, said securing means further includes a second elastk; strap having a first end 
portion connected to said back portion and extending downwardly therefrom and 
towards a waist of a person. 
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17. (Original) The dress Shirt of claim 16, wherein said plurality of outer edge 
portions converge downwardly towards each other and end at the bottom portion of said 
front portion and generally at the longitudinal axis. 

18. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 16. wherein said bottom portion has a 
substantially arcuate shape.
